■ Wamiwotok, Feb. 11.— Mr. Gallln- 
g«r, iNm the select committee ap- 
pointed by the senate to investigate and 
report to tlic senate the fiicts in relation 
to the employment for private purposes 
of armed bodies of men, or detectives, 
in connection with differences between 
worlaMa and employen, submitted 
ttMnportof ilw oommitte* yesterday. 
The Inyestigrstion of these snbjeots 
allowed the inquiry to take a wide 
scope. The sidti of tiie detectives was 
published hy fourteen clifferent wit- 
nesses, i)rouiinent among them being 
the I^inkerti^'is themselves. 

The parts played by the Pinkertoa 
•genoiasin the late Homestead strike 
was detaUed by Mr. B. O. Ftlpk, of the 
Carnegie company and Mr. Bobert A. 
PInkerton, on. tha detaotlTe agency and 
eight other witnesses. Directly bear- 
Ixtfvponthe questions of labor and 
labor strikes appears the testimony of 
serenteen witn e s s ss, and regarding the 
power of the eonrts to inf erfs r s to pre- 
rent labor Mrikes is set out in the testi- 
mony of foor witnesses. Fifteen ad- 
ditional witnesses bear testimony on the 
rabject of arbitratioo and other parts of 
tha Inqniiy porfued Iqr the ooounittee. 

Th» conunittee fonnd that even the 
proprietors of the detective agencies ad- 
mined that i M presence of the soKjalled 
Pinkertons a* a strike served to nndoly 
inHame the passions of the strikers and 
the temperament of deteotiTss in the 
goise of mechanics, impressed the com- 
mittee with the belief that it is ai\ nt- 
teriy Tlcions system, responsible for 
mnoh of the ill feeling and bad blood 
displayed by tha workmen dissses. 
The committee expressed tha opinion 
that if firms and corporations itoald 
diaoontinoa the emplpyment of the 
annad men on oooasiona of fhraatenad 
or anisting strikes, their intereata 
wonld ba better snbaanred. 

"It strikes yonr committee," the re- 
port continnes, "that if Mr. Frlck had 
acted npon the views laid down by Mr 
Andrew Oamsffie in his article, 'The 
Besolts of the Labor Troable', in the 
TFof/xm magwdne. which in a reoent 
lattw to the chairman of this commit- 
tea M^. Carnegie reaffirmed and had 
farther amended negotiations with his 
workmen the Homestead strike might 
have been averted." 

The committee declares that, tha em' 

goyment of a private armed gvard at 
omestead waa nnnecessary. Thsca 
was no evidence, they say,- to show the 
slightest damage was done or attemp^ 
ad to be done property by the strikers, 
▲t the same time there seems to be no 
axcnse for the scenes of the disorder 
and terrorism, for the strikers 
thamselvss responsible; laboring men 
■hoald learn the lesson that they 
can not better their condition by vio- 
latingtfae law or resisting lawful aa 
thority. 

The committee reached these eonolu- 
■Ions: 

^ First— Bights of employes and work 
men ai^ equal. 

Second— Employers have an undoubt- 
ed right, proYidied they fuUDl thslT 
agreements, to employ andWIIsmiss men 
alj^easure. 

Third— Workmen can legally organ- 
ise fbr mutual protection and improve- 
ment. 

Fourth — When dissatisfied with 
wages or hours tiiey should attempt tc 
armtrata. 

Fifth— Failing in this they have a 
right to discontinue work either singly 
or in a body. 

Sixth — Having discontinued, they 

have no right, legal or moral, by forcs^ markets 
or intimidation to keep others from tajc 
ing their plaoea, or to attempt t^ occupy , 
. injure, or destroy tha property of theii 
exnployers. 

Seventh— In all eontroversias, arbltr» 
tlon having failed, rollanoe should bs 
gaoed upon tha powar and adequacy ot 

Eighth— Whether assumedly lejtal oi 
not, the employment of armed homes of 
men for private purpossa, either tvem 
ployers or i^ployes, should not bo re- 
sorted to, and such use is an assumption 
of the states' authority by private oiti 
aens. 

Ninth— States have undoubtedly i 
right to legislate against the employ 
ment of armed bodies of men for pri' 
vate pnrpoees, but the power of oou' 
gress to so legislate Is not elsar, al- 
though it would seem that congress 
ought not to be powerless to prsvsnt the 
movement of suoli bodies from one atats 
to another. 

In conclusion the committee savt 
that its investigations have led it to 
conclude that the fault is not wholly on 
'one side; that middle ground seems to 
be in the direction of arbitration, with 
out making any recommendations, but 
j^eading for arpltration, the committee 
closes its report by saying; "To that 
end we bespeak the co-operation of all 
patriotic eitisens, and your committee 
will welcome any legislation which will 
tend to secure to the laboring man hii 
every riaht without depriving the em 
ployer of his, for both are guaranteed

DUN'S REVIEW OF TRAOf, 

Two Importaat Mmtit la Hi* VteancIaJ 

World. 

Nkw York, Feb. 11.— R. O. Dnn & 
Company's weakly review of trade says : 
Two important eveut>» the defeat 
of antl-silvar legialation tai the senate 
and house, and tha oonosrted depoalt of 
gold by New York banks In the treas- 
ury in excliarge for legal tenders hav>' 
directly opposing hwt powerful infiu- 
euce ui)oii tlie markets, ai)^ it is yet 
too early to determine what the uet 
result may be. The confidence mani- 
fested by Uie banks strengthened mark- 
ets on niursday, but tha deolalva de- 
feat ct silver lagidation in the house 
caused renewed discouragement and 
apprehension. 

It is not by all realiasd that gold re- 
serve of $100,000,000 not to be used ex- 
cept for protection of note oirotf ation, 
was expressly intSDdad to be used for 
that purpose, and as far ss it is so used 
the notes Ko into tha treasury In place 
of the gold taken out. The banks, by 
placing the sold they do not need in the 
treasury instead of notes, to the extent 
of tS,MO,000 thia waek,reasonaUy hope 
that thsir oonfldanoa may lessen the dis- 
poaltton to withdraw fold. In other re- 
spects tiie state of traaa is satisfactory, 
except tliataevera storms and cold have 
much interfered with trade, odleotious 
and transportatioaa during the week, 
especially at tha wast. 

Businees at Boston is especially aotiva 
in dry goods, with jobbing trade ahead 
of previous yaara, print cloths sold up to 
April, and the largest buainasa in 
wo<ds(Dsfor many yean. Shoe ahops 
are well employed, and sola leather is 
higher. Lai^pe daliverlea ooovr of rub- 
ber goods. 

At Philadelphia, the dry goods trade 
exceeds last year, especially with the 
west snd south, Wool Is active and 
the market nearly bare with an advance 
of one to two oents durlnst the past sea- 
son. Coal la scarce, facilities being in- 
adequate. 

The southern and western trade at 
Baltimore is greater than last year in 
dry goods, millinery, notions and sho( -. 

Pittsburg Iron is in poor demand, but 
theglass trade is fair. 

Wholesale millinery. trade at (^Mnein- 
nati is healthy with bright prospects, 
but collectious are generally slow. 

Trade at Cleveland Is good in grocer- 
'ies, hardware and dry goods, but o<dlec- 
tions are not good.' 

At Detroit sales are ahead of last year 
and collections fair. 

Spring orders for dry goods are largo 
at Chicago, but severe weather inter- 
feres with business and delays oonstmc- 
ti(.>n work. Money Is in good demand, 
but the return of currency is slow. 

Trade is very active at Milwaukee, 
but less strong th«n usual at St. Louis. 
At Kansas City trade is good in all 
lines, but collections somewhat slow. 
At Omaha trade and collections are 
both good. Storms retard businees and 
collections at Minneapolis and St. Paul, 
but the flour trade In the former city 4s 
active. Bnsinesa at Denver is fair; at 
Louisville a full average with sales of 
leaf tobacco very large, and at Little 
Book fair, with Imvrovins colleotionsc 
At other points in the south the trade is 
noticeably improving, especially la dry 

f roods and groceriee, and at Ifew Or. 
eans proepeots are considered bright, 
though cotton and sugar quiet. 

Speculative markets have been quite 
irregular. Pork products show greater 
Etren)i;th and have further advanped, 
supplies of hogs being very small. (Tof- 
fee has been strong, advancing a quar- 
ter with moderate sales. 

Wheat has risen one and onto-quartor 
cents, with small transaction, western 
receipts bein^ retarded by storms, but 
there is nothing to indicate that the un- 
sold suiplua at tha end of Um year will 
be small. 

Coton declined three-sixteenths oi 
sales of 1,1200,000 bales, for while no im 
portant change appears in receipts or 
in exports, the continued pressure of 
enormous unsold atooks hara ■ and 
abroad, is felt. 

There never has been a more phe- 
nomenally satisfactory season for textile 
manufacturers of dry goods. Cottons 
are higher, and espaoially prints, 
thoBgh a cut is seen In gingliams. but 
most mills are sold for months ahead. 
Salss of wool at the three chief eastern 
have been 87J300,000 puuuds 
against 80,700,000 pounds to date last 
year, an moraasa of 21 per cent., and 
the season for man's wear has been es- 



traordinary in low and medium gooiie 
Hiahar sola toattiar has stimulated de- 
manS for boots'aad shoes. 

The output of pig iron Feb. 1 was 
171,451 tons against 178,068 tona last 
month, and unsold stocks are reduced 
6,781 tons. Salss of 70,000 tons rails 
are noted, with one large order for 
Cuba, but plate and bar itoa are weak. 

Consumption of oppffut la Inaraasing 
and tin is steady. 

Exports are Improving a little but the 
outgo of $4,000,000 gold expected this 
week is due to trade balances. If the 
tentative action of strong banks does 
not check the movement Further meas- 
ures by the clearina house are contem- 
plated for preventioii of disturbance. 
The treasury has not been losing gold, 
and the soundest men feel that th^ 
treasury and the banks operating in 
harmony should be abundantly able to 
meet difficulties until the new adminis- 
tration makes known its policy. 

The businees failures during the last 
seven days number for the United 
States, 222; Canada, 44; total, 26Q, as 
compared with 8U1 last week, 205 the 
week previous to the last, and 276 for 
tha oorraa pondlny weak of las t year.

Another Conference Held With 
Secretary Foster.

Washington, Feb. 11.— Yesterday 
aftemoon'a developments in the Ha- 
waiian matter, in contradistlnotion to 
thoee of the previbus ■ day, have been 

important. The connnissioners from 
the island are hopeful if not confident 
that tiiey will soon see the practical, 
if not t'orm.-il, conclusion of their labors. 

Yesterfbiy iiftornoon, after office 
hours, Secretary Foster held a confer- 
ence wiiii the conimis.sioners at the 
state depnrtinent wliicli lasted until 0 
o'clock. In tlie course of the jiroceed- 
ings, the coinuiisBioners were informed 
that iiriiiiigciuents had been made for 
their reception by I'resident Harrison 
to-dny at noon. This announcement of 
roui'se gave tlieiu groat pieii';un° as it 
marked the d(»ternnniition uf tint ailmin- 
istration to recognize them officially 
and to enter upon furinal negotiations 
regarding the object of their mission. 

It is not conaidered likely that any 
determination will bo reached by this 
government until the representatives of 
the (lej)o(je(l fnieen shall liave presented 
their side of the case. This, of coursi-, 
can not be done before the latter part of 
next week. 

It is regarclivl as probable, however, 
that along the line from San Francisco 
to Wastiingtu!!, Jlr. Ccok, one of tht< 
advisory ( inmril of th'' [irovisional go\»- 
ernment, or Mr. Xcnmaii, who comes 
to represent the hitt ly depostul (lueeii, 
may iiave sometliing to say that will 
tiu'ow additional liglit njxtn tha Bltua- 
tion of atfairs in the i.-^huuls. 

With regard to tin- story to tlie effect 
that Liliuok.ilani is willing ^o abdicate 
and withdraw her claims npon the pay- 
ment of indnnnity by the United States, 
it may be said that while this govein- 
nient in the event of its a.ssuming 
charge of th islands will doubtless pr-i- 
vidt' for li'T iiTul the yonng princess by 
aniii;ii \ "! ' >tli(;rwise, there will be no 
l)r(ivi-^ii)ii made for indemnifying h<-r 
tor any of the crown property of which 
she may be dispossessed liy ainifxatifin. 

The queen has had an aliowunce from 
the Hawaiin parliament »f sio.uuo or 
$50,000 a year, besides which slio h.-is 
derived an income of at least as much 
more from the crown estates. Whatever 
provision is made for her as compensa- 
tion for the loss of her station ana rev- 
enue, it will doubtiess ba on a much 
more modest basis.

Washinqton, Feb. 11.— All the mem- 
bert of the cabinet were represented at 
the meeting yesterday, which lasted 
nearly an hour. The principal topic 
diaoussed waa .the action of Minister 
atavana in establishing a protectorate 
over the Btawaiian islands. 

In view of the fact that the next 
steuner leaving San Francisco for Hon- 
olulu is sohednled for Thursday, the 
14th Inst., It ia not believed that any 
action will be taken approving or dis- 
approving Miniater Stevens* action until 
the day oat'ere the departure of the 
staamsr for the island. 

Bscratanr of State Foster waa the iir.st 
to leave tha White House after the 
cabinet meeting. He intimated that the 
government hsd plenty tlma to aot In a 
delibsnrata manner, and while the ap- 
proval or dlsapprovtU of Mr. Stevens' 
acti<Mi was necessary, yet in view of the 
impossibility ot reaoning him other 
thanbymau communloatton, Immedi 
ate aotlon in tha premises was not 
deemed necessary. 

A MOUNTAIN OF GOLD. 



The Fanioui Mexican Legend Thought Tu 
Ue a Settled Fact Now. 

DOBANQO, Mez., Feb. 11.-— Hon. Juan 
Manuel nores, governor of tha 'state 
of Durango, has crested ths greatest 
excitement In mining circles in this 
state and throughout tlie northern iiart 
of the republic bv announcing that he 
haa discovered what he believes to be 
the famous mountain of gold, the legend 
of wlii(;h is a household story in every 
part of Mexico. He states that whether 
or not the discovery is that of the lost 
mounlaiu, yet it is one of the richest in 
Durango, as has been demonstrated by 
explorations of numerous veins of gold, 
all of which converge into the supposed 
mountain i f gold. The governor lias 
not divulged the location of his valuable 
find, but it is said to be in the first 
range of tlie Sierra Mailre mountains, 
within eighty leagues of this city.

Biggs, furniture; Mdler Brothers, gen- 
eral merchandise; Deming's lumber 
yard; Sistc.'s drug store, and several 
^mall pstabiiuhments. The wind was 
very high a d the firemen were unable 
to cope with the flamea.

Whf.fi.inu. Feb. 11.— The electric 
etreet car strike assumed its n!0.st peri- 
oua phase yesterday wlien two riots oc- 
cnrreil betw^een the strikers and the 
men in charge of the bams in South 
Wheeling, The disturbancee outdid 
anything of the sort aver occurring In 
this city or avan in thia portion ofthe 
state. Two man ware seriously and one 
of them probably fktally hurt. William 
Newton, chief electrician of the com* 
|>anj^ and Henry Hartman are the In- 
jured men. William Tnoker, tha fore- 
man of the bam, was alao hurt to some 
extent. 

The first fight occurred at 8 o'clock in 
the morning when Shop Foreman Tuck- 
er 'with Gteorge Hartman from Martins 
Ferrv went to the outside of the bam 
for the purpose of pulling in one of the 
cars for repdxa. Two atrikara ap- 
proached and with great .vahamance 
threatened to do tha two oompaiiyman 
up. One of tha atrikara had a stone. 
After considerable sonahhliag, tha two 
men escaped to the iNvn. TiMf then 
went down to Benwood to secure war- 
ranta for the men who assaulted them. 
They were on their way back when 
they were chased by a crowd of outrid- 
ers, but among whom they sawstrlkers. 
The mob caught up with the two men. 
Mr. Tucker made motiona to tho aibct 
that he had a revolver, and ha was sJ- 
lowed to pass. Hartman was not so 
fortunate. The mob caught him and 
threw bricks at him until he fell to the 
ground insensible. They then turned 
him over on his stomach wMla soma of 
them jumped up and down on his 
back.' 

The second fight occurred shortly aft- 
erwards at the bams. A company of 
outsiders, with a few strikers, were 
standms on the oppodlBBlde of the 
street from the bamMjpWilllam New- 
ton, the electiridan, andTa. man named 
Wright, were coming to the bams for 
work. One of the ^kers approache 1 
him and ho was backed up by the 
crowd. Wright and Newton pulled 
guns. In the meantime, some one got 
behind Newton and strack him an 
awful blow with a brick on the right 
side of the head. Newton dropped to 
the groundi his right eye crushea out, 
and the bones along the side of tha face 
fearfully smashed. Several ' blows with 
bricks, fists and stonee were rained on 
Newtoni body. Finally the crowd was 
pullsd off and Newton waa takin Into 
the bam. 

The news of tha trouble created great 
excitement in the dty. Tha mayor has 
called on the state authoritlee, as the 
police seem to be unable to keep order. 

The strike seems to be weakening, ns 
a nnmber of the strikers have applied 
for their old positions. 

CONGRESS PROCEEDINGS. 



ITnlntereetins Speechen Ucctipy the ISotlre 
Time of iioth Hoiikpii. 

Washington, Feb. 11.— General dis- 
cussion ot an annual appropriation bill 
is usually a pro forma proceeding. It 
was supposed, however, that when the 
pension bill came up In the house yes- 
terday there would be a break in the 
dull routine, but there was none. Mr. 
Mutchler, of Pennsylvania, who had 
charge of the bill, made a two-hour 
speech, which though bristling with 
statistics and delivered in his natural 
courteous manner, did not attract close 
attention. Mr. (.Jrout. of Vermont, 
spoke with great earnestness against 
the proposed revision of the pension 
laws, but he alao failed in securing the 
attention of the house. Mr. Tarsney, of 
Missouri, who is one of the great or- 
ators of tlie house, failed to do himself 

i'ustice. He read his six-ech. Mr. Mc- 
[inney, who is said to be on the slate 
for commissioner of pensions, was al.-o 
powerless to secure a silent audienc. . 
Mr. O'Neill, of Massachusetts, was in 
no better situation. In fact, a bill 
wliich carries more than $100,000,000 
was considered as though It CaRisd nO 
more than a tew dollars. ^ 

The debate in the senate on the auto- 
matic car coupler car bill was not of en- 
livening or even interesting i:harai;tei. 
and even Mr. rulloni. Republican, of 
lUiiKiis, who is in charge of the bill, 
indicated the general weariness of the 
senate of tl>e discus.-ion by appealing i. j 
Mr. McPliersoii, Democrat, of New 
Jersey, who had offered to let the bill 
puss ill its jiresent shape on the assur- 
ance that it would be carefully con 
sidered in conference and maae 
nearly unobjectionable as possib. 
The proposal was not accepted and the 
discussion went on. Finally the vote 
waa iibovit t ) bo taken on the passage of 
the bill when Mr. Harris. Democrat, .jf 
Tennessee, proposed that the vote 
should be postponed until a new pr 't 
of the bill, as amended, could be ha .. 
That was agreed to, and 4 o'clock this 
afternoon was fixed as the time to take 
tha Tota. ■ • 

RAIL ROAD WR ECK. 

Two Ilea KUIe« and Aaotber Piababljr 
^totally lajana. 

Grand Rapids, lUoh., Feb. 11.— 
There was a wreck on tha Orwrid Rapid? 
and Indiana railroful Thursday night, 
which resulted in the death of two men 
and probable fatal injury to another. 
At 11:30 o'clock Thursday night freight 
train No. 14 became stalled on the 
Manton Hill grade, near Cilbert's sid- 
ing. Freight No. 10 following, coupled 
to No. 14 to heln it over the grade, but 
a drawbar was broken and both trains 
were stopped to repair the break. 

Brakeman Whiting and Conductor 
Harry Chamberlain were under the car 
making the uecessarv repairs when pas- 
senger train No. 2 dashed into the rr ir 
of the freight train, telescoping the Ld- 
booae and one car. Brakeman Whit^ug 
was instantiy killed, while Ch&mberlain 
was probably fatally injured. Henry 
Burleson, a traveling salssman, who 
boarded the oabooae at Manton, was 
oaufltht In thf .wraok '

Madrid. Feb. 11.— A dlspatdh tnm 
Cornnna states that the Anchor stsaSMK 
Trinacna was wrei ked Wednesday OB 
Cape Villano, one ot the northwestem 
points of the province of Oalicia. 

The Trinacri has been completely 
broken up. Her crew numbered thirty- 
seven all told. Seven were saved, but 
nearly all of them had sustained more 
or less serious injuriee. There were s 
number of passengers on the steamer, 
mostly women mambera of the mission 
of Gibraltar and soldiers belonging to 
the garrison at that place. Jul tiia 
womon on board were drowned. 

Tha seven stuvivors jumped into the 
sea and were washed ashore. They 
landed almost naked, their clothing 
having been tom off is the terrible 
buffet ings they r scs i fi while trying to 
reach the shore. 

The beadi is strewn with bodies 
washed from the steamer. Large 
quantities of cargo are also coming 
ashore. A tremendously heavy sea is 
still running, which renders It iinpos.si- 
ble for small boats to approach the 
place where the Trinacri went down. 
A dense fog prevailed at the time of the 
accident. The fog was so heavy that 
the light on Cape villano could not be 
seen. She was carried shoreward by a 
current with a strong easterly set, for 
which not enough, if any, calculation 
had been made, and thus she ran direct- 
ly upon the cape.

The 
amount of the appropriation the com- 
pany sought to secure for the railroad 
was $126,000. Tha Legiilatore rafcued to 
make the appropriation. 
. It is stated in the report that the Aud- 
itor last April entered on his ledger what 
purported to be a settlement of the 
Frankfort penitentiary account without 
consulting the '%Mrd of Sinking Tund 
Oommiaaionen, which, if valid, would 
eaose a loss to the State's interest of over 
$13,000. Ho also allowed a claim of

"The report concludes by saying that

"From the readin;.' of the report the 
inference would be that there bad been 
coUuaioa oetween State dfflcials and 

-.ptipon contraetnfs."

fEARI NO A FL OOPl 

^ Second Jolinston-n Horror I^lkcljr to 
Occu* AloiiK B FenimylTanlit Rirrr. 

Clearfield, Pa., Feb. 11.— Tin- k i 
lents of the lowlands along the west 
branch valley between Curwensville 
md Clearfield are threatened with a 
jecond Johnstown horror. At the 
former place is located' the largeat saw* 
mill of the CnrwensvilleLunber com- 
pany. In order to hold the logs that 
are cut during the season a large boom 
is located at the mill and extends two 
miles up the river. At present there 
are over five million feet of logs in this 
boom, and on top of these logs is gorged 
lit least Efteen feet of ice. 

The ice gorg6*extends a distance of 
riz miles, ancfthe water is orerflowing 
the banks all along the river for a dis- 
tance of ten miles, and is above the ten 
foot flood mark. As all the ice from 
Curwensville on -down haa left the 
course, if a break occurs the whole 
gorge may oome upon this place at any 
minute. If the Curwensville dam 
breaks nothing can prevent great loss 
tii property, both public and private. 

niiod DaiaafM. 
LooAirapOOT, Ind.. Feb. 11.— The i«e 
in the Wabash valley has gorged at 
Pittsburg, a small village eighteen 
milea down the river, and the water has 
badted upaafar aa Loganspoirt,cau.sing a 
disastrous flood in the intervening dis- 
tance. The big wooden covered bridge 
at Georgetown has been swept away. It 
was bnUt in 1888 at a cost of $35,000. 
The splendid iron structure at Lock 
port, recently erected at a cost of $^10,- 
000, has been badly damaged.
